Plans for the evacuation of 
school children in case of an air 
raid or other wartime emergency 
were discussed at length at Tues- 
day’s session of the school com- 
mittee. It was decided to install 
telephones, in the Samuel Jackson 
and West Center schools, thus com- 
pleting the hookup with ithe super- 
intendent’s office in the central sys- 
tem.

The First Year's The Hardest 


Andover Volunteer of Last January Writes of Army 
Experiences, Now In Anti-Aircraft On Pacific Coast 


BY TED HINMAN 


It's nearly a year now since we 
seven young men left the Andover 
railroad station, one cold January 
morning, as the town’s second 
draft contingent. Of the three of 
us who ended up with the 211th 
Coast Artillery (AA) in Texas, two 
of us, Leo Boisvert and I, were as- 
signed to Battery B of that regi- 
ment. 

Little did we realize then that 
the end of our year of service would 
find us, not on our way back to 
civilian life, discharges in hand, but 
stationed as watch-dogs on the Pa- 
cific Coast in Uncle Sam’s tussle 
with the Nipponese, On the morn- 
ing of December 7, we were lazily 
enjoying our status as garrison 
troops at Camp Hulen. Our training 
complete, we were awaiting de- 


mobilization. Firty-eight hours 
later, the regiment was packed bag 
and baggage into five troop trains 
heading west to ’Frisco. 

The trip west through the snow- 
covered Rockies was a new and 
awe-inspiring experience for most 
of us. Even though a strict black- 
out was enforced as we entered 
California, one would never realize 
that we were on our way to war. 
Morale was 100% high, and a spirit 
of reckless gaiety pervaded the 
train as we joked and sang our way 
west. As we neared our destina- 
tion, however, we could see tension 
and anxiety in the faces of those 
who cheered us on at each station.

1940 were running out. Rey. George 
R. Moody of Marland road died just 
two months after his wife, and Wil- 
liam P. Daly and his wife passed 
away within a few weeks of each 
other. William B. Cheever, tax col- 
lector for many years, died less 
than a year after his retirement. 
William C. Coutts, the oldest man 
in town, died at the age of 91 after 
a distinguished career, David Cun- 
ningham of Shawsheen road becom- 
ing the next holder of the Post 
cane. Walter H. Coleman, a mem- 
ber of the street lighting committee 
for many years, passed away at his 
home. On April 9, Robert Thomp- 
son was killed in an airplane crash 
while carrying out his duties as a 
member of the Army Air Corps, and 
David Brown became Andover’s 
second patriotic sacrifice when 
killed by an airplane propellor at a 
navy air field in Corpus Christie, 
Texas. 

Early in July, Paul P. Simeone, 
prominent local merchant and 
builder of the block on the corner 
of Main street and Post office ave- 
nue died, and within a day or so, 
Mrs. Marion Kennedy Naughton, 
promising young organist at St.

Towards the 
end of July, William M. Woodward, 
superintendent of combing at Mar- 
land's Mills, passed away, and later 
Kellogg Boynton, head of a con- 
struction company in New York and 
am Andover resident for many 
years. After 30 years service as a 
sports ‘editor and racetrack stew- 
ard, Vincent Treanor died at the 
age of 64.

OLD AND NEW 

Several changes were made in 
the administration of town affairs 


during the course of the year. Fire 
Chief Charles Emerson resigned 
after 31 years’ service with the de- 
partment, and was replaced by CQ. 
Edward Buchan. Rey. Albert C. 
Morris was elected to the school 
board, shortly afterwards was 
called into service as a chaplain at 
Fort Dupont in Delaware. Eugene 
V. Lovely supplanted as principal 
of Punchard high school Nathan @. 
Hamblin, retiring after almost three 
decades of service. Anton Kishon 
succeeded Mr. Lovely as football 
coach at the high school, and Mil- 
ton C. Blanchard became principal 
of the Junior high ‘school. Sergt. 
Leonard Siaunders retired after 
many years at the night desk at the 
local police station, and Officer Da- 
vid L. Nicoll was ‘elevated to the 
sergeantcy. Selectman Howell 
Shepard, Superintendent of Schools 
Kenneth L. Sherman, and Atty. Al- 
an T. Polgreen served as succes- 
sive chairmen of the local defense 
council. Lieut. Albert Cole, An- 
dover’s chief air raid warden, was 
succeeded by Leonard F. James of 
the Phillips Academy faculty; Cap- 
tain Mrs. Charles D. Thompson and 
Patrolman Carl Stevens served as 
deputy chief wardens. Stephen A. 
Boland became _ assistant  post- 
master following the death of 
Frank S. McDonald. Selectman 
Howell Shepard resigned to give 
full attention to his duties as a 
Coast Guard lieutenant, and Ea- 
ward P. Hall and William Snyder 
became candidates to succeed him. 
Congressman Laurence Connery, 
representing Andover, died, and 
was succeeded in a special election 
by State Senator Thomas J. Lane. 
A redistricting, however, had al- 
ready placed Andover in the dis- 
trict of Congresswoman Edith 
Nourse Rogers of Lowell, the 
change to become effective in 1942. 


SERIOUS FIRES 

The most spectacular fires, dur- 
ing the course of the year, were in 
the Free church during the week of 
January 30 and in one of the old 
Smith and Dove buildings on Febru- 
ary 27. The first completely de- 
stroyed tthe pulpit section of the 
church and made a gaping hole in 
its roof for a total damage of 
$15,000. The mill fire caused dam- 
age of $75,000, and endangered ad- 
joining mill buildings and houses as 
far away as Central street. The 
Red Cross, as usual, was on hand 
to serve coffee and sandwiches to 
the firefighters, as they did also on 
April 24 when the year’s worst 
forest fire raged over 500 West An- 
dover acres. Another fire damaged 
the Abbott house on Argilla road, 
subsequently found to be the oldest 
house in town. Martin Bartesabeoc, 
an aged woodchopper, was burned 
to death when fire destroyed his 
West Andover shack. 

At the end of the year, Andover's 
fire-fighting equipment had been 
greatly improved. A new chiet’s car 
had been appropriated and de- 
livered for the use of the new chief, 
and a new ladder truck with a be 
foot tower arrived on October 2. An 
auxiliary corps of firemen was to he 
organized to combat the special 
emergencies of the war. 

POLICE BLOTTER 


The police department had au 
equally good year. Sergeant David 
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Nicoll, two months in chevrons, di- 
rected four other officers in captur- 
ing ‘three burglars attempting a 
break at the Hartigan drug store, 
a trio later found to have a 
“wanted” record as long as your 
arm. Sgt. William Hickey per- 
formed a noteworthy feat of intu- 
ition in picking up a bad check 
passer on sight, though he had 
never laid eyes on the man before. 
The auxiliary police corps, at the 
end of the year, had already tad 
two sessions, and numbered about 
50 members. The department also 
wrote a successful finis to the case 
of Mike Saba, who, on April 30, 
killed his housekeeper’s husband, 
Cosimo Pulvino. 


IN THE CHURCHES 


The chief event in Andover's 
church year, naturally, was the 
Free church fire. Other notable 
events: St. Augustine’s pastor, 
Very Rey. Thomas B. Austin, 
O.S.A., was given another three- 
year term of office there. Rey. John 
S. Moses, formerly assistant rector 
of St. Paul’s Cathedral and Em- 
manuel Church, Boston, became 
rector of Christ Church in the ab- 
sence of Rey. Albert GC, Morris, who 
had become an army chaplain in 
Delaware. 


RED CROSS, RED FEATHER 

Charitable and preparedness 
drives were too humerous and too 
extensive to receive more than 
passing mention here, The 1940 
Roll Call of the Red Cross netted 
$6000.56 and a membership of 3104; 
$6324.44, at last reports, had been 
received in the 1941 drive. Swing- 
ing into stride asi soon as the war 
broke out, contributions of $10,000 
were asked for a war fund; of this, 
$6500 has been received to date. 
The Community Chest drive, under 
Captain Kenneth L, Sherman of 
the State Guard, topped its quota 
by 14% for the best record in 
Greater Lawrence and Andover’s, 
best to date. 

Other Red Cross activities: in- 
cluded the making of clothing and 
medical supplies for the British un- 
der Miss Anna Kuhn; successful 
first aid courses given in June, and 
courses for instructors in that 
branch beginning October 13; pro- 
gressive activity in the formation 
of a nurse’s aide corps and the pro- 
viding of Thanksgiving dinners for 
53 families and 209 individuals, 
ACTIVITY IN EDUCATION 

Educational forces worked hard 
and productively during the year. 
Vocational guidance became a 
prominent local institution with a 
separate office and management. 
Several local people were elected to 
office in the Merrimack Valley 
Guidance association, which, after 
three months of organization, as- 
sumed large proportions. Formu- 
lated during September were codes 
designating working conditions for 
school girls and household work- 
ers by the Vocational Guidance de- 
partment of Punchard and the 
League of Women Voters. 

The Evening Study Groups had a 
particularly successful season in 
1941, planned an even bigger pro- 
gram to begin this January. Right 
on their toes when the war broke 
out, they revised their curriculum 
to provide needed instruction in 
emergency work, Four of its limited 
classes had been filled three weeks 
after the registration period 
opened, 

Last January 23, there were nine 
teachers. at 5 centers of adult edu- 
cation, directed by Miss Mary G. 
Bailey and Supt. Kenneth L. Sher- 
man, The program closed during 
the week of April 10 with an in- 


Spiring public gradwation ceremony. 
Classes. opened again on October 
27, and on December 1 was. held 
the organization meeting for a com- 
munity council for adult education, 
with representatives of 21 organiza- 
tions attending, 

The Memorial Hall library an- 
nounced, early in the year, that its 
circulation was then 6% better 
than in 1939, 80% better than 1930, 
Particularly in circulation, of 
course, were popular new books, 
and at one time there were 290 
names on the reserve list for only 
68 books, 


Education in the popular sense, 
book larnin’ for children, made 
800d advances. The playground had 
an active summer, 500 children be- 
ing enrolled at one time. To it goes 
the chief credit for the success: of 
the aluminum drive during the sum- 
mer, when over a ton of the valu- 
able metal was collected locally. 
The opening of the, public schools 
in September was particularly im- 
pressive, featuring public flag- 
raising ceremonies, and an ex- 
hibition by the snappy Punchard’s 
Girl Band. 

THE ARTISTIC WORLD 


Musie and dramatics received 
their full attention. The community 
orchestra and the Male Choir pre- 
sented a joint concert in late May 
and Handel's “Messiah” jn: early 
December, Miss Kate Friskin gave 
a concert at Abbot Academy, will 
give another this January 17. Hor- 
ace Killam’s mid-summer “Mikado” 
was well received. 

The Adventurers furnished two 
adventurous. evenings, with octoge- 
narians in “Brief Cancle” on May 
2, crackpots in “You Can’t Take It 
With You” in early December. 
“Hansel and Gretel,” by pupils of 
the Shawsheen school, was an un- 
usually successful production of its 
kind, and the Free Church players,

a bang-up Fourth of July celebra- 
tion in the Vale featured a hor- 
ribles parade and a four-mile race. 
A. dispute over telephone tariffs re- 
sulted in a maintainance of the 
status quo and a toll charge for 
Lawrence calls. August: a new 
town dump was established at 
Greenwood and Chandler roads. 
The picturesque Joyce estate was 
changed to a real estate develop- 
ment, and its castle razed. Septem- 
ber: three people were killed in 
Andover’s worst auto-train acci- 
dent in many years. October: 200 
school librarians met at Phillips 
and Abbot; later in the year, 200 
anthropologists met here. Novem- 
ber: $230,728 worth of defense 
bonds had been gold locally ito 
date. December: West Andover’s 
St. Francis seminary put on the 
biggest lighting display in its his- 
tory, with 16,000 bulbs and special 
carol broadcasts,

Vocational Counsel 
Starts At Library 


The Memorial Hall Library, next 
Monday evening, will set up a vo- 
cational counseling service, under 
the direction of trained counselors, 
for the benefit of anyone in the 
community not now in secondary 
school who may wish to avail them- 
selves of this opportunity. The 
Program will be conducted every 
Monday evening from 7 to 9 o’clock, 
and should have an especial appeal 
to those whose working hours make 
it impossible for them to use regu- 
lar vocationa] or counseling agen- 
cles, 


There will be no charge of any 
sort for this service, and a separate 
room will be assigned for ithe work 
so that interviews may be carried 
on in privacy. Here will be gath- 
ered together, available for home 
loan, books, pamphlets, and other 
materials pertaining to vocational 
guidance and personal adjustment. 

The counseling service will be 
co-ordinated by Edward C. Manning, 
guidance director of the public 
schools. The counselors will in- 
clude Mrs. Emma G. Carter, coun- 
selor for girls at Punchard high 
school;, Miss Evelyn J. Banning, 
counselor in the Junior high 
school; and John A. Brodhead, as- 
sociated with OPM Training With- 
in Industry, the guidance program 
of the Lawrence Y. M. C. A. and 
the Merrimack Valley Guidance As- 
sociation. 


Though it may seem at first 
thought that there is very little 
need for such a community service 
at a time when jobs are plentiful, 
Such May not be the case after the 
present crisis is over. It is for that 
period that people, particularly 
young people, will wish ito prepare 
themselves. Many of them, caught 
up in a tremendous defense em- 
ployment surge, have given little 
thought to their special aptitudes 
for their jobs. This service may 
help some of them to discover the 
Possibilities within their present 
field of employment, others to dis- 
cover where their special talents 
lie and how best to make use of 
them. 

If an active enough interest is 
shown in this service, it may be 
extended as times goes on. It may 
also be that leaders of the business 
community may aid in counseling 
as the program develops. 


Study Groups Open 
With Large Enrollment 


Last Monday brought with it the 
long awaited opening of the An- 
dover Evening Study Groups for 
Adults. This unique community 
project, sponsored by Phillips 
Academy, has been enriching the 
educational and recreational life of 
Andover and surrounding commu- 
nities since 1935. The steady climb 
in enrollment since that time gives 
proof that the program satisfies a 
felt need of many people. It indi- 
cates a real interest in self-improve- 
ment among our citizens which is 
encouraging for the preservation 
of our democratic way of life. 

Still further proof of the com- 
munity responsibility assumed by 
the evening study groups and the 
town’s appreciation thereof is found 
in the three defense courses re- 
cently announced. The Red Cross 
course, limited to 50, was filled in 
three days after the beginning of 
the registration period. The Morse 
Code course, unlimited, has about 
63 members, and the rifle shooting 


course is filled. Other emergency 
courses May be offered as the need 
for them arises, 


It is regrettable that a few 
Courses on the regular program had 
to be withdrawn, but sacrifices, in 
times like these, have to be made 
somewhere. A goodly list still re- 
mains, however, on the roster, 
Though the limited courses have all 
been filled, enjoyment and benefit 
may be reaped from the unlimited 
courses, which still remain open to 
hew enrollees. Filled are the two 
courses in woodworking, in effec- 
tive speech and in Swimming, and 
the ones in cooking and photog- 
raphy. 

Enrollment blanks may be ob- 
tained at the Memorial Hall library. 
Registrants are asked ‘to mail them, 
with their registration fees, to Post 
office box 69, Full information may 
be found in the bulletin issued by 
the group. The first classes were 
held this week, though interested 
townspeople are stil] free to enrol] 
in them,

Did you hear what we heard? 
Did you hear someone say that the 
war expenditures for this year are 
going to be half the national] in- 
come? 

That’s an awful lot of money, and 
we're going to have to pay for it. 
Nor will we mind paying that bill, 
because it’s going to be worth 
every penny to see those Japs, 
Fascists and Nazis receive the fate 
that they wanted others to receive. 


Yes, we’ll pay for it gladly, but 
we're going to have to give up 
something else. We're going to 
have to cut every possible expense 
So that we won’t go into debt in 
this war effort. And that means 
that the taxpayers are going to 
have to be pretty hard-boiled in 
town meeting this time. 


What did you say when you 
heard about the ban on tires? Did 
you think of your tires with their 
fairly smooth surfaces and realize 
that in not a very long time the 
interior fabric would show through 
and pretty soon your car would be 
in the garage, immobilized by the 
war? Or if your car were in poor 
condition and you had planned to 
buy immediately, only to find that 
sales of new cars had been clamped 
down on, did you tear your hair 
and wonder what you would do? 
No. The response of the United 
States was good-humoredly mag- 
nificent on those two matters. 


We're going to have to keep up 
that philosophy of willingness to 
give up things that we thought 
were so vitally necessary. Town 
meeting is a good time to start. 
There are many things that we’ve 
been voting for, things we thought 
were necessary, but war has made 
pre-war necéssities luxuries. 


It’s war. Let’s cut our expenses 
every way we can. for even if we 
can afford to spend a little more in 
real estate taxes, by cutting them 
Wwe can have a little extra to spend 
on national defense bonds. 


Charley McCarthy's? 


We've seen finance committees 
and finance committees. We’ve seen 
them when they were torn asunder 
by dissension within, with mem- 


bers carrying their arguments onto ° 


the town meeting floor. We’ve seen 
them when all they did was to pub- 
lish their annual report with 
recommendations, then sit back at 
town meeting without trying to 
voice an opinion. And we’ve seen 
them when they actually guided 
and led the town meeting. 

That’s the way it should be. The 
town meeting voters of course 
shouldn’t be Charley McCarthy’s, 
merely voting the way the finance 
committee chairman tells them to, 
but they should realize that the 
committee has studied the various 
matters more than it is possible 
for the average voter to do, and 
this knowledge should certainly be 
used as one of the main bases in 
deciding on which side to vote. 
The chairman of the finance com- 
mittee truly should be one of the 
most important figures in town 
meeting, for he is the spokesman 
of a group who should know what 
they are talking about. 

This line of reasoning is not al- 
ways liked, and of late there has

been much criticism of the finance 
committee’s exercise of the ruling 
hand over town meeting. After the 
last annual meeting, there were 
half a dozen different groups which 
were pretty much peeved at the fi- 
nance committee’s statements, and 
those sores are still open wounds 
which might hurt the town in the 
future. 

There are two things that must 
be kept in mind. First, the citizens 
should listen and heed ‘the finance 
committee. Secondly, knowing the 
importance of their position and 
knowing the tremendous power 
they can exercise over town meet- 
ings, especially with such a vote- 
influencing man at the head of the 
committee as there is now, the fi- 
nance committee must realize that 
a great deal of responsibility goes 
with their job. The town should 
follow, but they should lead well. 
They should investigate thorough- 
ly; they should be very, very cer- 
tain of ‘their facts. Then they 
should go to town meeting deter- 
mined to impart to the voters their 
knowledge. At present there is a 
danger that there might be a revolt 
against finance committee leader- 
ship; the committee should now 
entrench its strong position by be- 
ing very, very careful.

(3) In the name of one indi- 
vidual as owner and of the other 
individual as beneficiary.

Tire Rationing 
(Continued from Page 1) 


hausted at the end of the month, 
Whatever remains will not be ap- 
plicable to the following month. 

To buy a new tire or tube, you 
must take the following steps: go 
to one of the six local garages 
authorized to sell the tires by state 
officials. Have your present tires 
examined there by inspectors ap- 
pointed to handle this phase of the 
work for each garage. In the event 
that your tires are sufficiently 
worn, and that there is no possi- 
bility of their being retreaded, the 
inspector will make out a certificate 
to the rationing board for consid- 
eration during their regular office 
hours, from 1 to 2 o’clock on Mon- 
days and Thursdays. This certifi- 
cate will be approved, and tire pur- 
chases authorized, for the follow- 
ing classes of cars and trucks: 

1. Vehicles operated by physi- 
cians, surgeons, visiting nurses or 
veterinaries, and used principally 
for professional services. 

2. Ambulances, 

8. Vehicles used for fire-fighting 
and police services, protection of 
public health and safety, garbage 
disposal and other sanitation facili- 
ties, and mail services. 

4. Vehicles with a capacity of 
ten or more passengers, operated 
exclusively for one or more of the 
following purposes: as a public 
transportation system, for carrying 
students and teachers to and from 
school, and for transportation of 
employees to their work, except 
when public transportation facili- 
ties are readily available. 

5. On a truck operated exclu- 
sively for one or more of the above, 
or for transportation of ice and 
fuel, or of material for the building 
and maintenance of public roads, 
public utilities, production facili- 
ties, defense housing facilities and 
military and naval establishments; 
transportation essential to roofing, 
plumbing, heating and electrical re- 
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pair services; transportation by any 
common carrier and _ transporta- 
tion of waste and scrap materials 
or raw materials, semi-manufac- 
tured goods, finished products and 
foods.” The latter, “provided that 
no certificate shall be issued for a 
new tire or tube to be mounted on 
a truck used for the transportation 
of commodities to the ultimate con- 
sumer for personal, family, or 
household use, or for transporta- 
tion of materials for construction 
and maintenance except to the ex- 
tent authorized above.” 


6. On farm tractors or other 
farm implements other than auto- 
mobiles and trucks for the opera- 
tion of which rubber tires or tubes 
are essential, 


7. On industrial, mining and 
construction equipment other than 
automobiles or trucks for the op- 
eration of which rubber tires or 
tubes are essential. 


The rationing board for Andover 
consists of Selectman Collins, 
chairman; Foster C. Barnard of 
Cheever circle, and Henry G. Tyer 
of Sunset Rock road. The six ga- 
rages authorized by the state to 
inspect old tires and sell new ones 
are: Academy Service, 32 Park 
street; Andover Motor Service, 
Inc., 90 Main street; Park Street 
Garage, 33 Park street; J. W. Rob- 
inson Co., 48 Park street; Shaw- 
sheen Main Street Garage, 339 
Main street; and Shawsheen Mo- 
tor Mart, 47 Haverhill street. 

No restrictions have been Placed 
upon the sale of used, recapped or 
retreaded tires, or of used or re- 
paired tubes, or upon recapping 
and retreading services. The per- 
Son receiving a new tire or tube, 
however, must agree to turn in his 
old one on the sale, or to sell it to 
a dealer within five days if pur- 
chased from a mail order house or 
other such agency. It is a federal 
offense, too, to purchase a tire or 
tube above the prices stipulated by 
the Office of Price Administration 
or to sell or transfer the certificate 
received,
